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GOP race too close to call; Conway wins in Gov. Primary 


The race for who will be the 
next Governor of Kentucky 
was close on one side and a 
blowout on the other. 

The totals from Powell 
County seemed to reflect the 
statewide trend as well. That 
included the very low voter 
turnout. 

With only 12 percent of the 
states and Powell County’s 
eligible voters actually tak¬ 
ing the time to do so, Jack 
Conway easily won the 
Democratic Party’s nod as 


their gubernatorial candidate. 
Conway defeated Geofffey M 
Young in the primary race by 
an easy 79 to 21 percent ratio. 

In Powell, Conway also 
won easily gathering 642 
votes to Young’s 171. 

On the Republican side, 
Matt Bevin and Agriculture 
Commissioner James Comer 
each held 33 percent, of the 
vote with one county partially 
reporting totals. 

The difference in actu¬ 
al votes showed Bevin with 


70,479 votes to Comer’s 70, 
396, a difference of 83 votes. 
Louisville businessman Hal 
Heiner gathered 28 percent, 
while former Supreme Court 
Justice Will T. Scott had only 
seven percent of the vote. 

The race will probably be 
challenged. At press time no 
winner had been announced. 

In Powell, Comer won with 
115 votes, followed by Bevin 
with 91, Scott with 77 and 
Heiner with 74. 

Allsion Lundergan Grimes 


had no problem statewide, 
with a 74 percent of the vote 
over Charles Lovett to win the 
Democrats nod for Secretary 
of State. She also won Powell 
big, by a 601-200 margin. She 
will face Republican Stephen 
Knipper in the fall. 

On the Dems side for State 
Treasurer Richard Henderson 
took Powell with 553 votes, 
but statewide he would place 
third as Rick Nelson seemed 
to be holding on to the lead. 
On the Republican side Jon 


Larson took Powell with 129 
votes, but statewide Allison 
Ball held a comfortable 47 
percent to 31 percent lead 
over Larson, and Kenny Imes 
picked up 22 percent of the 
vote. 

Whitney Westerfield 
grabbed Powell in the 
Republican race for Attorney 
General, he will face 
Democrat Andy Beshear who 
was unopposed. Adam Edlen 
(D) and Mike Harmon (R) 
will face off for State Auditor. 


New program available as ‘vets help vets’ adjust to life

When we think about Memorial Day, of course 
we think about honoring and showing respect to 
all of our loved ones. When the holiday began it 
was mostly a chance to decorate the final resting 
places of those who served in the military. 

Over the years, as society has honored all their 
loved ones, there is still a strong sense of respect 
for the military on Memorial Day. But in recent 
years and decades it seems that some members 
of the armed forces who have made it home feel 
left out. Since the Veterans Administration is 
embroiled in one fiasco situation after another, 
where do those who have served and need help 
turn to? 

Soon, those in Powell and surrounding counties 
will be able to find some help right here. The kind 
of help that combat veterans who need assistance 
will be able to find close to home. And with people 
who understand and care. 

The program, which is based on the Alcoholic 
Anonymous (AA) type platform, will enable vet¬ 
erans to learn to adjust to civilian life. That is the 
ultimate mission of the Vets-Life Kentucky. The 
goal is to help veterans who have seen the horrors 
of combat and help them develop their well-being 
mentally, emotionally, spiritually and socially. 


Based on the AA principals, the groups that will 
meet in Powell County will depend a lot on confi¬ 
dentiality. No names will be released and in most 
cases only first names may be used. 

In staying with the theme of confidentiality, the 
Times has chosen to identify one of the workers 
who spoke to us about the program as “Bill.” 

Bill stated that the program is just one way for the 
brotherhood/sisterhood of serving in the military 
to continue to help others. “It’s just vets helping vets 
to live day by day and deal with the problems they 
face,” he said. “No records are kept, there are no ties 


to the VA, its just vets helping vets.” 

The groups would be made up of those vet¬ 
erans wishing to find help from Powell, Wolfe 
and Lee counties, which are the furthest away 
from the nearest VLK chapter in Lexington. 
The announcement of such a group being 
formed is just the first phase to getting help to 
those who need it. “We’re wanting to see if peo¬ 
ple are interested and if so we can coordinate 
some meetings,” Bill said. 

The VLK program will be holding their 
first annual Michael Mead Vet-Life Kentucky 
Motorcycle Ride on Saturday, June 27. The ride 
will begin at the Man ‘O War Harley Davidson 
in Lexington and visit the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial in Frankfort as well as at Camp 
Nelson National Cemetery before ending up 
at the staring point. There will be a silent auc¬ 
tion, catered lunch and music. The proceeds go to 
helping the program reach more veterans. If you 
are interested in the ride, contact George Mead 
at ezg729@gmail.com or check out Man O’ War 
Harley Davidson on Facebook. 

But locally the goal is to help those who under¬ 
stand, either through experience or suffering a 
traumatic injury in combat, that adjusting back 
home can be difficult. If you are a combat veteran 
or know someone who is, and are interested in such 
a program, please call Bill at 859-797-5284.

Morton Memorial to be upgraded, a new plaque unveiling Sunday

In the great history of 
this country many men and 
women have given their lives 
to protect our freedoms, and 
the freedom of others around 
the world. The ultimate sac¬ 
rifice is one that brings great 
sorrow and yet great honor 
to a family and a community. 

Back on Dec. 15, 2005 
Powell County lost a native 
son. SFC John D. Morton, 
while on patrol in Shah Wali 
Kot, Afghanistan, was killed 
by Taliban gunfire. He was 
part of the U.S. armed forc¬ 
es taking part in Operation 
Enduring Freedom. His fami¬ 
ly, friends and this communi¬ 
ty were devastated. A memo¬ 
rial picnic area and garden 
was built in the Stanton City 
Park. 

Ten years later, as Memorial 
Day 2015 approaches, the 
John D. Morton Foundation, 


a group of community lead¬ 
ers and an Eagle Scout who 
helped to take care of the 
memorial, will honor Morton 
again. This Sunday, May 24, 
from 2 pm. to 3 p.m., the 
foundation will be unveiling a 
new plaque to honor Morton 
and his ultimate sacrifice. 

The ceremony will include 
the beauty and sentimental 
feelings of the raising and 
lowering of the U.S. flag. 
Then the silence of the cer¬ 
emony will be changed as 
the resonated sound of the 
prolific 21 gun salute will be 
competed. 

“We are going to take this 
opportunity to not only 
unveil a new bronze plague to 
honor John David Morton for 
his sacrifice,” Trevor Faw, the 
Eagle Scout who is now a UK 
student and a member of the 
foundation, said as he helped 
to prepare for the ceremony. 
“We are also going to unveil 
new plans for a new memori¬ 


al that we hope will not only 
honor Morton, but all Powell 
County veterans and fallen 
soldiers.” 

Faw said that the founda¬ 
tion is also raising funds to 
help not only a memorial 
here in Powell County. “We 
would like to put together a 
great one here, but also help 


out other counties that don’t 
have one for their soldiers,” 
Faw said. 

But for now the only thing 
on Faw and the foundation’s 
mind is honoring Powell 
County’s fallen hero. “We 
hope the community will 
come out, listen to the guest 
speaker (State Representative 


David hale) and honor John 
David Morton,” Faw added. 

After the ceremony there 
will be a reception with 
drinks and food until 4 p.m.

Hood indicted by grand jury for 
second degree manslaughter

A Clay City man who 
was arrested last month 
for shooting and killing 
his wife has been indicted. 
The Powell County Grand 
Jury returned an indict¬ 
ment against James “Jim¬ 
my” Hood on May 6. The 
charge is second degree 
manslaughter. 

Kentucky State Police ar¬ 
rested Jimmy Hood, 48, at 
his home on Echo Hollow 
Road just north of Clay City 
on April 5. They said he had 
shot his wife, Rosena Hood, 
42. 

Powell County 911 Dis¬ 
patch received a call just 
after 5:30 a.m. Easter morn¬ 
ing about a shooting at a 
residence on Echo Hollow 
Road. Police and ambulance 
personnel were sent to the 
area. But due to high water, 


emergency responders had 
to get to the Pompeii area 
road by going the back way 
through Paint Creek and 
Stanton. Upon their arrival 
they found Rosena Hood 
had been shot by what ap¬ 
peared to be a .380 semi-au¬ 
tomatic pistol, according 
to calls on the emergency 
radios. 

Ambulance personnel re¬ 
quested extra help from the 
Clay City Fire Department 
to assist with CPR. Hood 
was taken to the Saint Jo¬ 
seph Mount Sterling hos¬ 
pital. She was pronounced 
dead at the hospital. 

State police began an in¬ 
vestigation into the inci¬ 
dent. Court sources and 
records indicate that offi¬ 
cers had been to the Hood 
residence several times 
over verbal confrontations 
between the husband and 
wife. But nothing seem to 



indicate, according to the 
sources, that a shooting was 
a possibility. 

State police say that there 
appears to have been a par¬ 
ty at the home earlier in the 
evening and that they will 
look to see if alcohol was 
a factor. They also believe 
that the shooting may have 
been part of a domestic is¬ 
sue. Police have not com¬ 
ment any further about a 
possible motive. The lead 
detective on the case is KSP 
Detective Virgil Rucker.

lem to have prevented it in 
the first place. 

We saw our first exam¬ 
ple of it last week, when an 
Amtrak train derailed near 
Philadelphia with deadly 
consequences. Before the 
last of those killed was re¬ 
covered from the wreckage, 
Democrats were speaking 
in the halls of Congress, say¬ 
ing that cuts in infrastruc¬ 
ture funding had caused the 
disaster and Republicans 
were responsible. 

Meanwhile, Philadelphia’s 
mayor was cautioning the 
public not to rush to judg¬ 
ment about the cause of the 
crash when news began to 
surface that the train was 
traveling at speeds well in 
excess on of the speed limit 
at the sharp curve where the 
accident took place. 


Guess what? The initial 
reports from investigat¬ 
ing agencies reveal that the 
train was going 106 miles 
per hour, twice the recom¬ 
mended and engineered 
speed for the curve, when 
the derailment occurred. 
There’s also no evidence as 
of this writing that mechan¬ 
ical error caused it. That 
leaves only human error as 
the cause. The engineer was 
familiar with the section of 
track where it happened, 
and there were signs in 
place to warn that the curve 
was ahead. A lack of infra¬ 
structure funding certainly 
can’t be blamed as the cause 
of this accident, especially 
since Republicans are gen¬ 
erally amenable to infra¬ 
structure improvements if 
they serve the public good, 
are of a constitutional na¬ 
ture and don’t reek of politi¬ 
cal paybacks or pork-barrel 
spending. 

Blaming this train wreck 
on infrastructure spending 
is like blaming a fatal car 
wreck on the road when the 
driver negotiates it at an ex¬ 
cessive speed despite signs 
being posted. 

This tactic isn’t new. Much 
of the recent noise from the

braying left stems from the 
aftermath of the failure of 
a bridge carrying 1-35W 
over the Mississippi Rive 
in Minneapolis, Minn, in 
2007. That bridge collapsed 
under the weight of rush 
hour traffic and construc¬ 
tion equipment. Although 
it had a sufficiency rating of 
50 on a scale of 1 to 100, the 
major factor in its collapse, 
according to investigators, 
was a design flaw. 

That event called atten¬ 
tion to the condition of 
bridges across the state and 
country, and it also intro¬ 
duced scores of people to 
the terms “structurally de¬ 
ficient” and “functionally 
obsolete.” It also forced lots 
of reporters to try to explain 
to their audiences just what 
those terms mean, and to 
translate them from engi¬ 
neer-speak into plain En¬ 
glish. 

So it’s no surprise that 
when a bridge across the 
Skagit River on 1-5 in Wash¬ 
ington collapsed, the jump¬ 
ing to conclusions began 
again. Before investigators 
arrived on the scene, liber¬ 
als started blaming a lack of 
infrastructure funding. And 
again, they were wrong. The 


query revealed that an over¬ 
height truck struck some 
of the overhead support 
beams on the truss bridge, 
causing it to fall into the 
river. Again, it was another 
futile exercise in worthless 
mental gymnastics. 

Kentucky took note of 
this when an overwidth 
truck struck a support beam 
on the bridge connecting 
US 52 in Ohio to downtown 
Ashland. The bridge was 
closed immediately while 
repairs were made, and of¬ 
ficials were grateful that the 
span didn’t collapse like the 
one on the west coast did. 

There have been a cou¬ 
ple of similar events in this 
area that also could have 
brought out the braying left, 
and in the latter case, it did. 
A year prior to the Wash¬ 
ington state bridge collapse, 
a span of the Eggner Ferry 
Bridge carrying US 68 and 
KY 80 across Kentucky 
Lake in western Kentucky 
collapsed. The usual sus¬ 
pects didn’t have time to 
start their familiar chorus of 
cacophony, though, because 
this happened after dark 
and it soon became known 
that an ocean-going ship 
had used the wrong navi¬

gational channel and had 
struck the span. 

And earlier this year, just 
across the Ohio River, a 
bridge at the Hopple Street 
exit over 1-75 in Cincinnati 
collapsed. The bridge was 
being demolished because a 
replacement had been built, 
and the cause was deter¬ 
mined to be a construction 
accident. Before the cause 
had been revealed, the left 
was already sounding its 
clarion call that a lack of 
funding was to blame. Sor¬ 
ry, wrong again, as usual. 

It’s true that many of the 
nation’s public works are in 
need of repair or replace¬ 
ment. From road and bridg¬ 
es to water and sewer lines 
to schools, there are prob¬ 
lems. But there’s also a lack 
of funds to fix them. The 
left continues to insist that 
money be spent on social 
programs, there’s a dearth 
of tax revenue available, and 
the public at large feels like 
they’re taxed to the max and 
can’t afford to pay any more. 
When conservatives try to 
cut social programs to pay 
for these projects, they’re 
cast as unfeeling. When 
they decline to raise taxes 


and take more from their 
constituents’ paychecks, 
which is also commend¬ 
able, they’re painted with 
the same broad and unfair 
brush. Families have to 
make tough choices when 
their expenses exceed their 
incomes, but the govern¬ 
ment seemingly never has 
to. And the well of higher 
taxes has run dry. 

It would be refreshing if, 
for once, the left would wait 
before the facts are known 
before they jump to conclu¬ 
sions.

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Out in the garden and sharing tobacco patch memories 


Out in our garden 

Last weekend I watched 
as the pretty, little white 
butterflies surrounded my 
cabbage and broccoli, then 
I remembered that these 
were not pretty butterflies 
after all, but were import¬ 
ed cabbage worm moths. 
Within a few days, If I don’t 
get spraying, my cabbage 
and broccoli will be riddled 
with little holes, left behind 
by these green disgusting 
worms. There are lots of 
bugs and diseases working 
out in your garden this year. 
Go over your garden this 
week and anticipate some 
of the following pest prob¬ 
lems: 

Cucumber beetles are 
starting to show up. They 
will begin to bite on your 
cucumbers and other vining 
crops. What these beetles 
are known for, primarily, 
is a disease called bacteri¬ 
al wilt. This disease affects 
your cucumber vines later 
on in the season. Your vines 
will begin to bloom and 
run, then all of a sudden, 
they are dead. The cucum¬ 
ber beetles, (both striped 
and spotted ones) will in¬ 
ject the disease organism 
into the vascular system of 
the plant, once the plant is 
up and growing the tissues 
are blocked, then the plant 
will die. Spray your cucum¬ 
ber plants and watermelon 
and muskmelon plants now 
with Sevin, to avoid prob¬ 
lems with bacterial wilt and 
the cucumber beetles. An¬ 
other spray or dusting may 
be helpful in another seven 
days. 

Flea beetles are feeding 
in the garden now, but you 
usually won’t see them, but 
you will see their damage 
they leave behind. Dust or 
spray your garden plants, 
especially your eggplant, 
tomatoes and potatoes with 
Sevin for flea beetle control. 

Many of us have already 
planted thousands of ex¬ 
pensive tomato plants. 
Nothing is more disheart¬ 
ening than finding your $2 
tomato plant cut off at the 
ground. While this could 
be a local rabbit, or friend¬ 
ly ground hog, more than 
likely this time of year, a 
cutworm has paid you a 
visit out in your garden. If 
cutworms are possibly the 
culprit here, dig around the 
plant with a trowel or your 
fingers, if he is there, you 
can find him rather quick¬ 
ly and do away with him. 
Collars made of aluminum 
foil or toilet paper rolls can 
be planted around the plant 
when you first transplant, 


but this is not practical for 
a garden with 50 plants. For 
extended cutworm con¬ 
trol, spray the plants and 
the soil-line with Sevin to 
keep the cutworms away. I 
have already had calls about 
another tomato bug prob¬ 
lem, not from cutworms, 
but from potato beetles on 
tomatoes. Colorado pota¬ 
to beetles will make short 
order of your new tomato 
plants in just a few hours, so 
monitor them closely. If you 
only see a few now, dispose 
of them humanely with a 
rock you already have in 
your garden. If you find 
several, or their egg mass¬ 
es, spray with an insecticide 
labeled for Potato beetles. 
Sevin will NOT do the trick 
here. Sevin is no longer ef¬ 
fective on these bugs! 

Diseases in the garden 
are just beginning to get es¬ 
tablished. For most garden 
diseases on tomato and oth¬ 
er vegetables, use Daconil 
every 7-14 days. Daconil 
is a fungicide which pre¬ 
vents such diseases as early 
and late blight in tomatoes. 
Many of us will remember 
the disease outbreak in June 
of 2009 when all our toma¬ 
toes died overnight. Spray 
now to prevent any disease 
problem from occurring in 
your vegetables. All fungi¬ 
cides have to be applied BE¬ 
FORE the disease hits! 
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Sweet potatoes are listed 
now as one of the healthiest 
vegetables you can grow in 
your garden. Sweet pota¬ 
toes need good rich fertile 
soil and can be planted now. 
Slips are grown from sweet 
potatoes, usually in a hot¬ 
house or greenhouse and 
are usually ready to plant 
around May 15. Look for 
varieties such as Beaure¬ 
gard, O Henry and Coving¬ 
ton are good for Kentucky 
and most of these will be 
mature in 100 days after 
planting. Plant sweet po¬ 
tatoes in mounds, or hills, 
with about 8-10 inches of 
soil around them. Space 
plants in hills about 3 feet 
apart and place plants in 
the row every 15-18 inch¬ 
es. Soil pH for sweet pota¬ 
toes should be anywhere 
between 5.2 and 6.7. Tem¬ 
peratures below 55 degrees 
either in the spring or fall 
can be detrimental to sweet 


If you plant these seeds 
too early, your vines will 
grow and produce, but your 
pumpkins will be ready to 
pick on Labor Day. Most of 
these planted now or earlier, 
will rot before Halloween. 
No one needs a pumpkin 
on Labor Day, so wait until 
mid June and your pump¬ 
kins will be ready for the 
first of October to decorate 
your home and business¬ 
es. Plant pumpkins in hills 
8-' 12 feet apart. Give them 
plenty of room to grow 
and spread out. Pumpkins 
need a little water through 
the growing season, but too 
much rain later in the sea¬ 
son will cause pumpkins to 
rot in the field. Pumpkins 
are a great crop to grow 
for your little ones as they 
watch them grow, literally 
each day.

All the 45 years of my 
life, Memorial Day week¬ 
end stood for many things. 
First on the list was that it 
was a day of Memorial for 
those who gave the ultimate 
sacrifice for our country 
in battle, either on foreign 


soils or here at home. It was 
a time to decorate graves 
and talk about the great 
grandparents, great aunts 
and uncles and other family 
members who I had nev¬ 
er met. It was a day at our 
church that we had our first 
“dinner on the grounds”, 
usually with a singing that 
Sunday afternoon after 
everyone had decorated 
graves at our church cem¬ 
etery. It was a day to ask 
my mom, “Who are these 
strange people eating at our 
church?” She would reply 
“These are your cousins, be 
NICE.” I would never see 
most of them again, at least 
not until next year. 

But growing up on the 
farm, first and foremost, 
Memorial Day weekend 
meant that at some point, 
you would be roasting out 
in the sun pulling tobacco 
plants or riding the tobacco 
setter. There were no ex¬ 
cuses or other plans. Our 
Memorial Day Picnic was 
usually a bologna sandwich 
from the tailgate of a truck 
filled with a water tank. 
This was a family event. Ev¬ 
eryone was involved. There 
were no exemptions. No 
one was at the lake that day. 
Everyone was present and 
accounted for. 

In those days, plants grew 
in the dirt in a tobacco bed. 
Tobacco plants had to be 
pulled out of the tobacco 
bed individually, then laid 
on a paper fertilizer bag and 
placed in a bundle. Bun¬ 
dles, once filled, were taken 
immediately to the nearest 
shade tree or barn to keep 
plants from wilting. Once 
enough plants were pulled 
by the crew, the lucky ones

No wonder I love 
going to work 
each day... it 
reminds me of 
my roots in Powell 
County 
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got to leave the plant bed 
and go to the field. Four 
were selected to ride the 
setter and one had to follow 
the setter, making sure that 
each plant was placed in the 
right groove with sufficient 
water and earth around it. 

I was usually not one of 
the “chosen ones” to leave 
for the field. I had to pull 
plants. I never knew wheth¬ 
er it was because I was just 
good at pulling plants, or if 
I didn’t have enough sense 
to ride the setter. I learned 
later in life that riding the 
setter takes practice and 
practice, and I simply was 
not qualified for the job. 
Basically that job belonged 
to the older men who had 
been tried by the years. 

Plant pulling was long, 
hot work. It required you 
to stand up, bend over and 
pull each plant one by one. 
Plant pullers worth their salt 
would not sit, or lay down 
(heaven forbid) while they 
were pulling plants. At the 
end of the day if you pulled 
plants, you were worn out, 
your back felt broken, but 
you had a good tan-or at 
least your back did. 

This weekend while trav¬ 
eling back to Lincoln Coun¬ 
ty, I noticed few tobacco 
patches and only saw one 
crew working in the field. 
Once at home, I asked if 
we were setting tobacco. 
My dad’s reply to this ques¬ 
tion was “It’s already been 
set. We set the crop out on 
Tuesday and Wednesday 


and we’re finished.” 

Finished with tobacco 
setting? Impossible! It’s 
Memorial Day weekend! 

We always set tobacco 
for at least two, if not three 
weeks, we can’t possibly be 
FINISHED. 

I have worked with to¬ 
bacco and tobacco pro¬ 
ducers for all of my life but 
it was just this weekend 
that it dawned on me just 
how much lives have been 
changed as a result of the 
2004 tobacco buyout. Not 
only is a crop not being 
raised, but families have 
been changed. The land¬ 
scape of Kentucky has been 
changed. Memorial Day 
had been changed! 

While my back was break¬ 
ing and being burned in the 
tobacco bed, I thought how 
I wished I would never see 
another tobacco plant in 
my life. Now that time has 
come for many of us, and 
we are simply in shock. We 
stand by and wait for the 
plants to be ready, but they 
never do. The setter sits idle 
in the barn, and the culti¬ 
vating tractor has been sold 
to someone growing sweet 
corn. The crop that once 
was King, now is found 
only sparsely throughout 
our farm land. 

Time changes every 
-thing, even those things 
we thought would never be 
changed.

If you are breastfeeding and your baby receives no formula from WIC, 
you may receive a greater quantity and variety of foods to support your 
breastfeeding. 
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They will be providing WIC, Fami¬ 
ly Planning, Breast & Cervical Can¬ 
cer Screening, Immunizations, Lead 
Testing, Dental Varnish, Pregnancy 
Testing, Sexually Transmitted Dis¬ 
ease Testing, and Human Vitality 
Biometric Screening.
